Mrs Saunders reported that investigations were in hand to determine the 
best means of covering the Pavilion floor. 


5 PARISH LAND, TOWLES FIELDS, BURTON ON THE WOLDS 


The Chairman reported that, at the closed meeting of the Council on 

26 August 1988, it had been decided to recommend that the land be sold 
subject to a condition that it be developed by the building of one- 
bedroomed or two-bedroomed houses, preferably with integral garages. 
It had been further recommended that the preliminary design of outline 
schemes for planning purposes should be placed in the hands of an 
architect to be selected by the Chairman, Vice-chairman and Clerk, and 
that any such scheme should include the completion and landscaping of 
the adjacent Parish Council car park. Following enquiries, the 
Chairman and the Clerk had met Mr David Gibson (Architect) of David 
Gibson Associates, discussed the Council's requirements and visited the 
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site. As a result, Mr Gibson had written confirming the scope of his 
brief and quoting a fee of £500 plus VAT for these services. It was 
agreed that this quotation be accepted. In addition to providing three 
outline schemes for consideration by the Council, Mr Gibson also 
undertook to liaise with Mr Byass (Solicitor), the District Valuer and 
Charnwood Planning Department prior to submitting an application for 
outline planning permission. 


The recommendations of the meeting of 26 August and for the appointment 
of Mr Gibson as Architect at the fee quoted were accepted and it was 
agreed that they be implemented forthwith. 


WYMESWOLD AIRFIELD - PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT 


It was reported that a Public Enquiry had been arranged in early March 
1989 and was expected to last about 5 weeks. Six weeks prior to that 
there would be a preliminary meeting with the Inspector at which it was 
expected that the interested parties would attempt to identify areas of 
mutual agreement and so reduce the volume of representation at the 
actual Enquiry. Charnwood Planning Committee was expected to formulate 
a recommendation at a meeting in November, following which the 
Council's attitude would be decided at a full meeting in December. 


It was obvious that the proposed time-scale was too short for the 
Parish Council to delay preparation of its own case until it was known 
whether they would be supporting or, in fact, opposing Charnwood. 


. Accordingly, it was agreed that liaison with Hoton, Wymeswold and other 


Parish Councils should proceed as quickly as possible, based on two 
possible courses of action: 


i that they were acting in liaison with Charnwood 
ii that they were acting alone or, at best, in liaison with the County 
Council, which was also opposed to the Application. 


PROPOSED NEW VILLAGE - SIXHILLS 


A map and plan, indicating the area involved, had been received from 
the Planning Authority and was on display. No further information was 
available and it was agreed to continue monitoring the situation 
carefully.

A quotation for installation of frost protection equipment was 
considered and it was agreed that a grant of £700 be made to the 
Management Committee for that purpose - payment to be made upon 
satisfactory completion of the installation.

7.2 Street Lighting After a discussion with Mr Ashton of the 
Department of Planning & Transportation, Mrs Skinner had 
ascertained that the provision of lighting for the footpath 
between Barrow Road and Springfield Close was the responsibility 
of the Parish Council. It was agreed that 2 lights would be 
required and a letter should be written to the EMEB for an 
estimate. 


WYMESWOLD AIRFIELD - PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT 


8.1 Present position The Planning Committee would reach an interim 
decision on 4 November; this decision would then be notified to 
the DOE. A meeting with the Inspector was scheduled for 
4 January 1989 at Southfields to resolve procedural matters. 
Internally, a joint meeting of Parish Councils would be held on 
17 October at Wymeswold Methodist School; chairmen, vice-chairmen 
or substitutes of the Residents' Association and the Wolds Action 
Group were to be invited. A letter had been received from 
Mr Byass requesting advance notice of questions. 
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8.2 Letter from Burton on the Wolds Residents' Association The 
letter had been circulated with the notice of meeting (Paper A). 
The Chairman had sent a reply in which he disagreed with a 
statement of fact. Item No 1 in the letter stated that "The 
Public Inquiry appears to have been set up with the minimum of 
local input." The Chairman pointed out that local input had 
resulted in the proposed development plan being called in by the 
Minister for Public Inquiry. Mr Oakland said that the wording of 
the letter was not exactly as intended and the Residents' 
Association's real concern, among other things, was the lack of 
information with regard to the Public Inquiry. 


8.3 Options and Strategy The Chairman had written a paper for 
consideration (Paper B). This was discussed at some length; 
members were generally in favour of the proposals put forward in 
the paper and it was agreed that Working Parties should be set up 
as quickly as possible. 


9 SIX HILLS - PROPOSED NEW VILLAGE 
An objection had been lodged with the Borough Planning Officer. 
10 PARISH COUNCIL LAND - TOWLES FIELDS 


The Chairman read out a letter received from Mr Gibson shortly before 
the meeting. It was clear that Mr Gibson was not working to the terms 
of reference given to him viz the provision of a scheme for terraced 
retirement or "starter" homes. It was agreed to contact Mr Gibson to 
clarify the Council's requirements.

He had recently set up a small business for 
mowing and maintaining commercial, industrial and domestic grounds, and 
requested the opportunity to tender for the mowing of the burial ground 
in Burton on the Wolds, together with any other grassed areas which 
were the responsibility of the Parish Council, It was decided to reply 
to Mr Wright stating the Council would be pleased to consider his 
tender when the present arrangements were reviewed in Spring 1989. At 
that time it would have to be established whether he had the necessary 
resources for the undertaking. 
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TREES WITHIN THE PARISH 


Mrs Saunders expressed concern that a complete tree schedule had still 
not been received although the request was made some time ago. The 
Clerk said she would take the matter up with Mr C Buckingham. 


INSURANCE - FIDELITY BOND 


The Chairman had prepared copies of the Council's accounts on computer 
and these were circulated, together with a projected budget for the 
year ending 31 March 1989. It was agreed to increase the Fidelity Bond 
to £10,000 and to further increase the amount just before the sale of 
the Parish Land. This was in line with a suggestion made by the 
District Auditor. 


LION'S MOUTH FOUNTAIN 


A letter was read from the Severn-Trent WA on the subject of restoring 
the supply to the fountain stating that the spring fed fountain was not 
a matter over which the Severn-Trent had the necessary powers to take 
action. It was decided to contact the owners, Mr & Mrs Jenkins. Mrs 
Saunders said that John Hughes (Builder) might also be able to offer 
advice. 


STRATEGY FOR TOURISM 


A letter and questionnaire on the Strategy for Tourism in Charnwood had 
been received from the Borough Secretary (Paper D). The questionnaire 
was considered and filled in but it was agreed to include in the reply 
to the Borough Secretary a suggestion for exploring wider possibilities 
ie developing Loughborough as a base for regional tourism. 


LAPC 


Mrs McFarlane requested comments on the amended Constitution in 
readiness for the next meeting of the LAPC on 28 October. The meeting 
was in agreement with the alterations incorporated on page 7 of the 
draft amended Constitution. The document was made available for 
further study and suggestions. 


She also brought up the subject of the “Good Dog Campaign" and had 
requested a free pack of posters, scoops etc. It was thought that 
invoking the dog byelaw for Parishes would be difficult to enforce. 
There had been complaints about dogs on the Playing Field and this 
would be discussed at the next meeting of the Playing Field 
Association. It was agreed to promote a drive for more responsible dog 
ownership in the Parish. 


Mrs McFarlane suggested the next quarterly meeting of the LAPC be held 
in Burton Village Hall. Mr Oakland said there might be problems with 
car parking. It was decided to look through the minutes to ascertain 
when the last meeting of the LAPC was held and to consider the matter 
further. 
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OFFICE EQUIPMENT 


The filing cabinet and typewriter used by Mr Oswin, the former Clerk, 
had been purchased second-hand about 20 years previously for £5 and £8 
respectively. Neither was suitable for further use by the Council and 
it was decided to scrap the cabinet and give the typewriter to 

Mr Oswin, if he could make use of it. 


Purchase of the following used equipment was ratified: filing cabinet 
£55, desk £75. 


It was decided to purchase a computer/word processor for future Council 
work and authority was given for expenditure up to £1,000 for that 
purpose.

As Councillor Lodge had to leave before 8 pm, the Chairman agreed to 
change the order of the agenda. 


Councillor Lodge reported that the County Council and Charnwood Borough 
Council would co-operate with the case going to Public Inquiry and a 
sum of £25,000 had been allocated for this purpose. He also stated 
that the County Council had written to the Minister asking that the 
proposed developments affecting 4 villages, namely Wymeswold Airfield, 
the Six Hills development, Melton Mowbray Airfield and De Lisle should 
be discussed at one Inquiry. 


The Chairman reported that Moss, Latham & Toone were preparing a 
Statement of Case for the joint Parish Councils and that Mr P Tomlinson 
would be presenting this at the Public Inquiry. He also made reference 
to Costain's Statement of Case and said that a pre-Inquiry meeting 
would be held on 4 January 1989. The Clerk had received a letter dated 
23 November from the Borough Secretary and 2 letters from the 


Departments of the Environment & Transport dated 24 November and 

9 December respectively. The Clerk undertook to forward photocopies 
for the Chairman and Mr Tomlinson. A letter had also been received 
from Wysall & Thorpe Parish Council supporting the joint Parish 
Councils and pledging the product of a 2p rate. 


5 STREET LIGHTING - FOOTPATH, SPRINGFIELD/BARROW ROAD 


A letter had been received from the County Council which stated that a 
budget estimate to carry out the necessary work for the provision of 
and the connection of the electricity supply for the lamps would be 
approximately £1,000 but a firm quote would involve Mr Ashton writing 
to EMEB. 


EMEB had telephoned through some figures for the proposed lamps and 
would be sending a letter in the post. 


The Clerk undertook to request both parties to forward firm quotations 
before the next meeting. 


6 BURTON PLAYING FIELD AND PAVILION 


6.1 Expenditure Mrs Saunders requested approval for the following 
items of expenditure:

The Chairman reported the receipt of an anonymous letter 
regarding his own dogs; the meeting agreed that unsigned 
correspondence was not worthy of consideration.

Miss Fletcher stated that the work on the heating was going forward. 
8 CLERK'S REPORT 
8.1 Draft Loughborough Local Plan A letter had been received from 
the Borough Planning Officer thanking the Council for their 
comments on the draft Loughborough Local Plan. 
8.2 Bus Services A letter had been received from the Director of 
Planning & Transportation on local bus services, particularly the 
reduction from a daily service to Nottingham to a weekly one, 


namely Fridays at 10.21 am from Burton and 10.25 am from 
Wymeswold, returning at 2.50 pm. 
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8.3  NALC A paper from the NALC on response to review of planning 
enforcement powers had been circulated. 


9 PLANNING APPLICATIONS 


9.1 §88/3048/2 EMEB - erection of an additional 11KV H (Heavy) 
overhead line. There were no objections. 


9,2 88/2512/2 Erection of bungalow and garage on land off Sowters 
Lane. This application had been refused. 


10 PARISH LAND - TOWLES FIELDS 


The Chairman reminded members of the background to the sale of the land 
and distributed sketches of 4 possible developments supplied by 

Mr Gibson. The land had a number of restrictions and Mr Eggleston 
questioned the validity of the pumping main which ran across the land; 
this would be taken up with the appropriate authorities. After 
discussion, sketch 1 was the nearest to the general concept although 
there were reservations about the positioning of garages. It was 
agreed to ask Mr Gibson to proceed on the lines of sketch 1 and to bear 
in mind the possibility of a fifth house if the houses were set further 
back. 


ti PRECEPT 


The precept forms had to be returned by 20 January; cash projections 
and a provisional budget were considered. It was agreed to cut back on 
the Playing Field expenditure in order that the rates should not be 
increased. The precept suggested was £7,000 which would give a rate of 
4,83p and, subject to there being no unexpected changes, this was to be 
confirmed at the January meeting. 


12 TREE PRESERVATION SCHEDULE 


Mrs Saunders would liaise with the Clerk on this matter. It was hoped 
to produce a fully comprehensive schedule. 


13. LION'S MOUTH FOUNTAIN 


The Chairman had consulted with Mr Angrave who was of the opinion that 
the pipe was broken and this was causing the water flow problem; there 
would be considerable expense involved in repair. It was decided to 
check whether the fountain, as a protected building, was also covered 
for the water supply. 


14 WAYMARKING 
The Clerk had been informed that Mr Heaton was in charge of waymarking 
and the other people to whom she spoke did not know the current 


situation. Mr Heaton was off sick and she would contact him on his 
return, 
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15 PHILIP ATKINSON'S TALK 
Mrs McFarlane had arranged for Mr Atkinson to give a talk to the 
Women's Fellowship on 6 February 1989. This would be an open meeting 
and notices would be issued to this effect.

APOLOGIES 

Apologies were received from Mr Urwin. 

MINUTES 

Minute 11 of the minutes of the last meeting should have read “It was 


anticipated that there should be no need to precept for Playing Field 
expenditure in future years because of the funds which would be 


available from the sale of the land at Towles Fields”. The sentence 
beginning "It was agreed to cut back on the Playing Field expenditure 
in order that the rates..." would be deleted. With this amendment, 


the Minutes of the last meeting were confirmed as a correct record and 
signed by the Chairman. 


MATTERS ARISING 


Good Dog Campaign Mrs McFarlane said that she had now received a pack 
of literature and information on this subject. It was agreed to study 
the contents at the next meeting. 


WYMESWOLD AIRFIELD 


Councillor Lodge reported that the County Council had now been informed 
that the Minister was not of a mind to take all the proposed 
developments affecting 4 villages together at the forthcoming Public 
Inquiry, as the usual planning stages should be gone through. With 
regard to the Wymeswold Airfield, the second revised application would 
be considered with the first application. 
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Copies of notes of a meeting of joint Parish Council's representatives 
and Mr P Tomlinson had been circulated, together with a report of the 
pre-inquiry meeting held on 4 January 1989. The Chairman confirmed 
that, in view of the fact that Charnwood Borough Council and 
Leicestershire County Council would now be opposing the application, 
the budget would be restricted to £6,000 exclusive of recoverable VAT. 
This would mean an expenditure of £2,000 instead of the £3,000 
originally budgeted by the Council although he thought it was wise to 
allow for the higher amount, if required. Members of the Wolds Action 
Group were liaising closely with Mr Tomlinson to ensure that the most 
effective representations were made. 


It was necessary to choose one lay representative to represent the 3 
Parish Councils. Two names were put forward: (i) David Fry from Hoton 
and (ii) Colin Betts from Burton on the Wolds. The Council were 
supportive of either of these gentlemen. The Chairman would discuss 
the matter with the other Councils and report back at the next meeting. 


PROPOSED NEW VILLAGE - SIX HILLS 


Councillor Lodge reported that the DOE had concluded that it was not 
warranted that the 2 applications regarding Melton Airfield and Six 
Hills should be called in for Public Inquiry at this stage. The DOE 
had in mind that any departures from the Leicestershire Structure Plan 
could be called in, if necessary. 


The Chairman commented that the identity of the developers was still 
not known although it was thought that it might comprise some members 
of the Wymeswold Airfield consortium. 


Mrs Saunders and Mr Oakland had attended a meeting on 12 January by 
the invitation of the Nether Broughton & Old Dalby Parish Council. 
There was some discussion about the implications of the development for 
Burton, particularly the traffic problems. Mrs Saunders would be 
looking into this further. It was decided that this development should 
be considered fully once the pending Public Inquiry on the Wymeswold 
Airfield had been completed. In the meantime, the Clerk was requested 
to write to Melton Borough Council stating that the traffic situation 
had been understated and object to the basis upon which the traffic 
flow through Burton on the Wolds had been estimated. A copy of the 
letter would be sent to Charnwood Borough Council. 


BURTON PLAYING FIELD AND PAVILION 


Mrs Saunders said that quotations were being obtained for notices 
regarding dogs fouling the Playing Field. The Playing Field 
Association had paid for the plastering out of their funds and the 
decorating was almost completed. 


BURTON VILLAGE HALL 


The Chairman referred to a letter received from Paul Cartwright, the 
Chairman of the Village Hall Committee, in which a request was made for 
authorisation of a cheque for £296.67 in respect of labour and 
materials for frost protection work. This was approved. There was 
some difficulty over the form of the electrical distribution via the 
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pre-payment meters in the Village Hall which would involve separating 
the new heating circuit from the existing meters. This had caused a 
delay in the completion of the work. The Chairman had also received a 
request from the Friendship Club for the heating to be re-zoned and it 
was also noted that some of the heaters were defective. It was agreed 
to request re-zoning and repairs at the same time as the separation of 
the electrical distribution was commenced. 


8 CLERK'S REPORT 


8.1 Meeting with Parishes A letter had been received from the 
Borough Secretary regarding a meeting with Parishes on 
24 January. The Chairman and Vice Chairman would attend. 


8.2 Maintenance of Parish Council grassed areas during 1989 A letter 
had been received from Tom Wright giving details of his gardening 


equipment. These details had been requested in response to his 
earlier letter when he requested to tender for the work. It was 
agreed to ask him and Mr Bolesworth to submit tenders at the 
appropriate time. 


8.3 Notice Boards The locks on the 3 Parish notice boards were 
gradually disintegrating and the Clerk requested permission to 
approach Mr C Pitts to install wardrobe type locks. This was 
approved. It was noted that the boards were in need of 
refurbishment generally. 


9 PLANNING APPLICATIONS 


88/3270/2 Mendwest, Plot 2, 40 Barrow Road, Burton on the Wolds. The 

plans for this application were studied; the proposed dwelling would be 
built almost up to Barrow Road and it was agreed to object to the plan 

on the grounds of position and appearance. 


88/3279/2 Mr I Perry, extension to 50 Barrow Road, Burton on the 
Wolds. The plans for the extension were available and it was noted 
that the house would then be extended almost up to the lane off Barrow 
Road. It was agreed to object to this plan on the grounds that it 
would be detrimental to the appearance of the area. 


88/3346/2 Mr P A Smith, erection of double garage to rear of 
6 St Leonard's Close, Burton on the Wolds. No objections. 


88/3433/2 Mrs P Harris, conversion of outbuilding to granny annexe, 2 
Melton Road, Burton on the Wolds. No objections. 


88/3436/2 Mr RE Staples & Son, erection of double garage to side of 
detached bungalow, Manor Lodge Farm, Nottingham Road, Burton on the 
Wolds. No objections. 


10 STREET LIGHTING - FOOTPATH, SPRINGFIELD CLOSE/BARROW ROAD 
A quotation for £1250 had been received from the EMEB. The County 
Council had written a letter but could not offer a firm quotation as 


the matter was still being processed; the original request had been 
sent to them in November 1988. 
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A letter had been received from Mr K E Topham, 4 Springfield Close, in 
which he suggested that the provision of lights on the footpath would 
be an unnecessary expense for ratepayers to bear and stating his 
reasons. In view of this, it was decided to further research the 
necessity for lighting the path before proceeding with any expenditure 
and Mrs McFarlane undertook to make enquiries. 


TREE PRESERVATION SCHEDULE 


Mrs Saunders had met with Mr C Buckingham after Christmas; she 
circulated copies of a map showing the Tree Preservation Order 1986, 
land off St Philip's Road and Sowters Lane. She pointed out the 
preserved trees marked on the map. It was agreed that Mrs Saunders and 
the Clerk would draw up a list of other trees which should be preserved 
and submit an application to Mr Buckingham. 


LION'S MOUTH FOUNTAIN 


A grant application form had been received from the Borough Council and 
Messrs Angrave and Hardy had been requested to supply estimates for the 
work necessary to restore the flow of water. 


WAYMARKING 


Mr Whiteman of the Planning & Transportation Department had been 
contacted. He had explained that the Community Programme had been 
abolished last September and the new Employment Training Scheme had not 
got off the ground. Work was being put out to contract on a limited 
budget. If a similar amount of money was available in the new 
financial year, it was possible the work could be done towards the end 
of 1989. In the meantime, he had enquired whether the Parish had any 
voluntary groups who could help. Mrs Saunders and Mrs Feather 
volunteered their help and it was hoped to enlist the services of more 
volunteers so that the work might be put in hand. 


BARTHOLOMEW HICKLING'S CHARITY 


Under the terms of the above, a free bible had been received for 
donation to a suitable recipient. The Chairman undertook to liaise 
with the Burton on the Wolds School's Headmaster so that the bible 
could be presented to a local pupil. 


PARISH LAND - TOWLES FIELDS 


Mr Gibson of David Gibson Associates had been invited to attend the 
meeting at 8.30 pm. He presented a report on the Scheme for the land 
together with maps of 2 alternative options, in accordance with the 
Council's preferences after the last meeting. Option 2 would involve 
maintenance of a courtyard. The Chairman had consulted Mr Byass who 
said a covenant should be built in to the Scheme to protect the land 
against being used as an access to the land behind, and that a service 
agreement could be an additional charge on the developer, compounding 
it for 10 years, with the Parish Council providing the service. The 
sum suggested was a charge of £150 per house. It was an important part 
of the Scheme that the car park should be enhanced. Mr Gibson spoke to 
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his report and answered members' queries. After a full discussion it 
was proposed by the Chairman and seconded by Mrs Saunders that a little 
more land should be allocated, and that option 2, which was a cluster 
Le of 5 terraced houses anda courtyard; should be pursued, with minor 
amendments in accordance with members’ comments. The motion was 
carried with the voting 4 in favour, 1 against and 1 abstention. 
Mr Gibson agreed to develop option 2 and speak to the Planning 
Department. 


The Chairman had received an estimate from Mr T Andrews for £60 for the 
removal of a large bush from the site. This was approved. 


16 PRECEPT 


The cash projections and suggested budget for 1989/90 were considered 
and amended (copy attached). It was proposed by Mrs Saunders, seconded 
by Mrs McFarlane and carried unanimously that the precept for 1989/90 
should be for the sum of £8,500. The forms were duly signed.
